Education, unfortunately, costs 
money, and unless people of the} 


Porterville Union High School and 
College district are willing’ to 
make money available, when they 
go to the polls April 26, the young 


people of this community will, of | 
necessity, receive less and less in| 


the way of education. } 

High school and college facili- 
ties are over-crowded now; school 
enrollment is .increasing; 
school students are being restrict- 
ed in some courses because there 
is not enough space and facilities 
to take care of all students; teach- 
ers, in some instances, are doing 
less. than their potential best be- 
cause of crowded classes, 

The only solution is to make 
more facilities available to accom- 
modate a student population that 
will continue to increase as the 
years go by. 


BOND ELECTION 
NEXT TUESDAY 


Voters of the Porterville 
Union High School and College 
district will go to the polls next 
Tuesday to ballot on a proposed 
$1,343,000 bond issue and a spe- 
cial tax of 35 cents. Voters 
have been notified of polling 
places in the consolidated pre- 


cincts. f 


And that is exactly what the 


board of trustees of the school dis- 
trict is doing, and plans to con- 
tinue to do, if you, the voter, says 
Yes’, on April 26. 

In asking for a bond issue of 
$1,343,000, school board members 
have announced plans to spend 
$553,000 for Porterville college, 
$790,000 for Porterville high 
school. 

In asking for a special tax in- 
crease of 35 cents per hundred 
dollars of assessed valuation, the 
school board is asking for two 
things —- money to offset increas- 
ing operational costs, and money 
to set aside for future building 
needs — primarily for a second 
high school campus, a campus that 
we might as well admit will be 
essential in the not too distant 
future. 

What will this cost in terms of 
taxes? 

It is estimated that bonds, run- 
ning a maximum of 17 years will 
increase your tax rate from 12 
to 13 cents. This year you are 
paying 23 cents toward the bonds 
voted in 1950. By ‘‘dovetailing”’ 
repayment schedule of 1950 bonds 
and the 1955 bonds, if you vote 
them, a constant tax rate of 35 to 
36 cents will be maintained for 
the lite of the bonds. 

But in so far as the proposed 
bond issue is concerned, you will 
pay 12 or 13 cents more per year

A good gardner is reported- 
ly a person who doesn't plant 
any more than he can get his 
wite to look after. If such is 
true and your local fry cook 
seems to have idle time, come 
down and we'll fix her up. As- 
ters, Petunias, Zinnias, Begonias, 
Cockleburs, Marigolds, Salvia, 
Yams and a number of others, 
which we either can't remem- 
ber or can't spell, are looking 
for a home. 

Especially nice are some of 
the dwarf plants currently avail- 
able — Dwarf Marigolds grow 
well in full sun and make bright 
borders or ground covers. Dwarf 
Petunias we've often mentioned 
and are still a good stand-by. 
Number one glamour plant of 
the garden columns is the dwarf 
Dahlia. These brilliant, waxy 
flowers bloom profusely, like 
the sun, grow ‘easily, and sell 
for sixty cents a dozen. Un- 
mentioned in any other garden 
column is this fact: If you're the 
short type yourself plant dwarf 
plants Thich should make you 
feel taller!

We said that 10 
per cent, rather than 10 cents, 
might be used for operating ex- 
pense. The statement should have 
been a maximum of 10 cents, of 
the proposed 35 cents, for operat- 
ing expense; at least 25 cents for 
future building needs.) 


At least zo cents would go into 
a building fund to meet future 
needs — and make no mistake 
about this, there will be future 
needs. 

If you vote the special tax, you 
will then pay $1.45 jin general 
taxes, compared to $1/1. now.
